TEA TRADE OF CHINA. 
PROSPECTH YOR THIS YEAR'S SUPPLIES, 


The Hoard of Trade have received ro- 
ports, through the Foreign Office, from 
HM. Consular Officers at Shanghei, Han- 
kow, Kiukiang, and Foochow, with regard 
to the probable effect of the revolutionary 
dinturbances upon the tea trade of China 
‘this.seagon, These reports may be sum- 
marised as follows; > 

It is at presetit too early to predict the 
amount of the now ‘season's total crop; 
‘but so far as is known, the tea trees in 
the tea’ growing districts have not been 
damaged, and thore is no reason to anti- 
cipate a shortage in the crop itself: It is’ 
feared, however, that there may. be a 
serious shortage in the supplies available 
for export, owing to financial difficultics, 
The financing of the crop is usually ar-’ 
ranged by foreign firms: through native 
(Chinese) banks; but, owing tothe almost 
complete disappearance of these banks, 
especially at Hankow and: at Shanghai, 
it will probably be necessary for the 
foreign firms to. finance the growers up 
country themselves, : ; 

There is, moreover, owing to the disturb- 
ances, a feeling of considerable uncer- 
tainty as to whether money sent to the 
growers will actually reach its, destina- 
tion; it ia understood that certain firms 
have applied for military guards to escort 
the convoys carrying money to the tea- 
growing districts, z :

1 have never read so much 
froth about wireless. operators ‘as has 
heen’ printed this week, and yet 1 have 
not seen a single word anywhere about 
the engineers, Had they not kept the 
dyndmos going the wireless installation 
would have been useless, Every engineer 
on-board—wa at ~end—ret—n—werd—has 
been said about them, They must have 
stayed at their ‘posts, for the best and 
most coherent account of the disaster, 
that given by. Mr. Beesley, of London, 
says that the 7itanie was ablaze with 
lights unti] the end. 

Wireless operators are no doubt an 
estimable. body of young men, and they 
are not to blaine for what the papers 
say; but they are getting their heads 
turned, as those whe “ go down te the sea 
in ships” can tell you. The: deck officers 
and the engineers, do, not endeavour to 
perform what Americans might call “The 
little Hero’s stunt,” and while those. of 
us who travel much fully appreciate the) 
value of the work of wireless operators, 
we are old-fashioned enough to think that 
the safety of the ship still depends chiefly 
un the captain and the officers on the 
bridge, in conjunction with the engincers.
